TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THIS 

©rushes of lip J^alrobij ^nslilufe. 


The Trustees, in presenting the Twenty-Ninth Annu- 
al Report, renew their congratulations to the town in 
the continued prosperity of its cherished institution. 
As usual, the reports of the Treasurer, and the Chair- 
man of the Lyceum and Library Committee, as well as 
the reports of the Sub-Committees, furnish full informa- 
tion of all the proceedings and transactions of the In- 
stitute, and clearly show that the institution during the 
past year has been prosperous as well as useful. The 
total invested funds and real estate of the Institute— 
not reckoning the Institute building, with its library, 
pictures, etc. — reach $ 175,828.28 ; this includes the re- 
served fund property, amounting to $34,588.28 — an in- 
crease of $1,609.42 over the previous year. 
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* During the past year three special meetings of the 
Trustees have been held. At the special meeting, l'eb. 
22tl, it was voted that the interest on the books in the 
Library be increased to $20,000, and $3000 added to 
the insurance on the books in the Kbeu Dale Sutton Li- 
brary. At the same meeting it was also voted that tho 
Trustees accept the custody of the medal and diploma 
awarded to the Trustees of the Peabody Educational 
Fund, and carefully treasure and hold the same subject 
to the order of said Educational Fund Trustees. On 
April 7th. at a special meeting, it was voted that the 
sum of $-300 be appropriated lor the purpose ot institu- 
ting a Reading Room in the Library Hall. 1 lie sum 
came within the appropriation expended, and the Read- 
ing Room bids fair to be one of the leading features of 
the institution. The third special meeting was held 
Dec. 6th, called on account of the death ol Janitor 
Teague, Dec. 4th. Resolutions were offered to his 
memory by the President, and it was \otcd that Mr. 
Teague’s salary be continued to the end of the munici- 
pal year, (March 21) and paid to his widow. Mr. Isaac 
Drown was elected to till the vacancy at a salary of 
$600 a year. It was also voted that the President 
take the necessary steps towards making the Trustees a 
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corporate body. On October Oth, 1880, two notes loan- 
ed to the town in 1874, amounting to $70,000, bearing 
6 3-4 per cent, interest, expired, and were renewed at 
the rate of 4 per cent, interest, reducing our income 

$1,452.50, which will probably necessitate reductions in 
% 

the appropriations the coining fiscal year. 

The Chairman of the Lyceum arid Library Committee 
in Ids report pays a well-merited eulogy on the death 
of the late Janitor of the Institute, Mr. John Hudson 
Teague. He also alludes to the new Reading Room, 
and predicts that its usefulness will be fully demonstra- 
ted after sufficient time shall have elapsed to put it to a 
practical test. The Librarian reports that during the 
past year 1,210 volumes of current and standard litera- 
ture, including CO volumes of bound periodicals, have 
been added to the Library. The circulation of books 
lias been 27,133 against 30,486 last year, the decrease 
doubtless owing, in part, to the closing of the Library 
for repairs and improvements during four weeks in sum- 
mer, and the changing of seven day books to fourteen 
day books. The total amount paid for new books the 
last year was $1,842.32. 

In the fall of the year, Mr. Theodore M. Osborne, 
who fur nearly eight years had ably and acceptably fill- 


ed the position of Librarian, tendered bis resignation, 
and Mr. J. Warren Upton was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy. The Chairman of the Library Committee, in al- 
luding to the change says : “ The Committee desire to 

express their deep regret at severing their relations 
with Mr. Osborne, and extend their kindest wishes for 
his highest success in the profession which he lias chos- 
en.” Of his successor, Mr. >T. W. Upton : “ Ho is a 

gentleman whose long connection with the Library, and 
zealous interest in its affairs, render him especially (null- 
ified to perform the duties of Librarian.” From the re- 
port of this committee it is gratifying to learn that tho 
character of the reading selected has appreciated over 
the previous years. Since the opening of the Heading 
Room all of the magazines and other periodicals are ac- 
cessible to the public. The number of persons consult- 
ing the Eben Dale Sutton Library is about the average 
of former years. During the past year Mrs. Sutton has 
continued her donations of books, including a lull set of 
Versailles Historic Gallery in 19 folio volumes. 

The Trustees have had a plan of the seats in the 
hall made, and copies struck off — a great convenience 
to the patrons of the hall. Daring the past winter 
there has been an increased demand for tho hall, and 
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unless the town furnish better hall facilities, the de- 
mand will naturally increase from year to year. In the 
Library hall the railing has been extended towards the 
Queen s picture some four feet, which enables visitors 
to view the picture, without being obliged to pass in 
behind the railing, under escort of the Librarian or the 
Janitor, which will be quite a relief to these officials 
during the summer months. 

During the warm weather considerable work was 
dune on the exteriors of the Institute Building and the 
dwelling houses, as well as on the iron fencing and the 
stone posts in front of the main entrance. The posts 
had been badly upheaved by the frost, and it was nec- 
essary to place them upon a new and firm foundation. 

The new Janitor adapts himself to his duties remark- 
ably well, and bids fair to make a very useful and effi- 
cient officer of the Institute.

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REPORT OF THE LYCEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


To the Trustees of the Peabody Institute 

The following pages are the Annual Report of the Lyceum 
and Library Committee for the year ending in February, 
18^1. They arc accompanied by the usual documents which 
constitute the Reports of the Treasurer and Sub-Committees 
of our Board, and the Report of the Librarian of the Pea- 
body Library. 

It is with no ordinary feelings of regret that we allude at 
this time to the loss the Institute has met with in the recent 
decease of that faithful veteran in its service, the late Janitor, 
John Hudson Teague. We find by reference to our Records 
that on Sept. 19th, 1854, the Trustees voted to notify the 
Lyceum and Library Committee that after Oct. 1st of that 
year the Hall and Library Rooms would “ be at the disposal 
of the Committee for purposes as. designated by Mr. Peabody 
and the votes of the town.” Mr. Teague was already on the 
ground and in charge of the building, and he never ceased to 
occupy that position, until* increasing ill health forced him 
away from a scene in which he had so long and so well illus- 
trated what may be done in the way of duty, how much of 
real worth and importance achieved by a true and devoted 
spirit, however humble his sphere of action. But his sphere 
was by no means solely a humble one, for a large part of the 
time he was the only representative of the government of the 
Institute on the ground to receive the throngs of transient vis- 
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itors whom the fume of its founder brought to its doors in its 
earlier years, and whose impressions would be materially af- 
fected by the reception they met with at the hands of the 
usher. With what urbanity, which nothing could rutile, w ith 
what politeness, which was a part of his nature, he performed 
these duties, has been witnessed by thousands. 

Hut our friend’s usefulness did not stop here, lie was a 
keen observer, and had an innate sense of the fitness of 
things; if anything weni wrong at An loatknto, either as to 
persons «v thing*, he wna quwk to cists* k ; and di«- 

he contrived to oouunun lento nint h valnslds information 
to the Committee, tending to aid them in the pcrlormanee of 

their own duties, without which those dote would dhs have 
been very crudely performed, llis cheery presence and his 
friendly greeting will long dwell in our hearts, and we pay 
this brief tribute to the memory of departed worth. 

A change of importance has been made in the lYnbody Li- 
brary Hall during As y«ar, in setting apart a apses of the 
il,„, r |hr the consultation "t bocks st As Library, which, 
though not a separate apartment, we shall tor convenience call 
the Heading Room. We are happy to say that this has been 
effected in a manner well adapted to the purpose, and without 
sacrificing any of its desirable architectural features. Indeed 
the rth ' t is quits As opposite in tide respect, t h a nk s to the 
taste which has been displayed in the work. \\ e believe that 
its usefulness will be fully demonstrated after sufficient time 
shall have elapsed to put it to u practical test. At all events, 
the very presence of a reading department will tend to pre- 
serve an orderly demeanor on the part of those who visit the 
Library, not always in past times observed. 

In railing off the space for the Reading Room, all the wall 
cases for hooks coming within this space were removed else- 
where, except those containing reference books. 1 he necessi- 
ty of this sacrifice of wall space tor shelves is to be regretted 
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on account of the general want of shelf space, which begins 
to be felt in more ways than one. The necessity of finding 
places for books, as accessions to the Library are from time to 
time made, has caused a resort to expedients in the numbering 
of shelves and to other apparent irregularities in the placing 
of books, which, however, are in most cases more apparent 
than real. The original theory of our classified arrangement 
was, that accessions of books should always find their place in 
the near vicinity of that department in the Library to which 
they belonged, according to the subjects of which they treat. 
When the wall space for this was exhausted, then alcoves 
were to be erected directly in front of the different depart- 
ments already represented on the outside walls, to which they 
could naturally overflow, so to speak, and so preserve the 
classified arrangement as well as our badly planned room 
would allow. As to the numbering of such new shelves, either 
vacant numbers had been left to be applied to these alcoves, 
or by a convenient fiction the old shelves might be considered 
as extending out into the new spaces for shelves, placed as we 
have said in the near vicinity. But now it has been found 
necessary to so far stretch this fiction, that in one instance we 
found, on inspection, a number of a shelf thus extended ap- 
pearing on an alcove case at least thirty -five feet away from 
its parent case. We think the lesson to be learned from 
all this is, that there ought to be more concert of action be- 
tween the Trustees and the Committee, when action is to be 
taken on these important matters. 

The lecture course of the past season had a fair measure of 
success, and some pertinent remarks on the principles which 
should govern in making up courses of lectures will be found 
in the special report on that subject. 

The Sutton Reference Library has again been enriched by a 
generous gift of its founder. We refer to the Galeries His- 
toriques de Versailles, by Gavard, in 19 volumes of magnifi- 


cent folios. The general additions to this Library tor the year 
maintain their high standard for solidity and elegance. 

The resignation hy Mr. Theodore M. Osborne of his office 
of Librarian of the lVahody Library, for several years so 
ably tilled by him, made necessary a search for a new incum- 
bent. The committee’s choice fell upon Mr. >1. Warren Up- 
ton, the fitness of which, in view of his long and useful servi- 
ces to the Institute in other but nearly related capacities, 
needs no demonstration. 

In conclusion, we acknowledge the valuable services render- 
ed by all other officials of the Institute.

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REPORT OF PEABODY LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


To the Lyceum and Library Committee: — 

The Librarian’s Report will preclude the necessity of enter- 
ing into many details concerning the condition and workings 
of the Library. At the commencement of the last half year, 
Mr. Theodore M. Osborne, who lias for nearly eight years so 
ably and acceptably filled the position of Librarian, found it 
necessary by reason 'of impaired health and pressure of other 
duties to tender his resignation. The Committee desire to ex- 
press their deep regret at severing their relations with Mr. 
Osborne, and extend their kindest wishes for his highest suc- 
cess in the profession which he has chosen. If we were un- 
fortunate in losing the services of Mr. Osborne, we were no 
less fortunate in securing the services of Mr. J. Warren Upton 
to fill the vacancy ; a gentleman whose long connection with 
the Library and zealous interest in its affairs render him espe- 
cially qualified to perform the duties of Librarian. We have 
only commendations to bestow' upon the Janitor for the man- 
ner in which his work has been executed. 

During the past two months a change in the manner of de- 
livering books to patrons has been going on. Very few books 
in years past have been lost, still it was judged best to deter- 
mine the actual number of takers, and to adopt such a method 
as would positively indicate the holder of any book at any 
time. Thus far about 900 cards have been issued under the 
new arrangement. 




During t ho past year the number of borrowers from the Li- 
brary has been 27,133 — more than lb per cent. less than the 
preceding year. This is probably due in large measure to the 
fact that the Library was closed for several weeks during the 
summer to enable repairs and improvements to be made. It 
is gratifying to announce that the character of the reading se- 
lected has appreciated somewhat. Seventy-one per cent, of 
all books taken out have been works of fiction. Tliis propor- 
tion is two per cent, less than the amount of fiction taken out 
in the year before. As so much fiction is read, the ( ommittee 
having in charge the selection of hooks have endeavored to 
choose such hooks as might not he worthy of condemnation 
from a lack of refining and elevating influence Kapecial care 
has been given to tin* choice of juvenile literature. For those 
whose judgment and taste arc vet unformed, the diction and 
reality as well as the moral tone of works of fiction should be 
carefully scrutinized. To novels destitute of these features 
may easily be traced the false notions and distempers of many 
minds. 

We would suggest that the Committee cause to la* prepared 
a Guide to Courses of Reading in the diflcrent departments of 
history, poetry, biography, science, :n-t, etc. Such courses 
might be displayed so that any one could consult them. — 
Those would be valuable to adults as well as to the youth. 
The need is often felt and expressed by individuals, of pursu- 
ing some definite plan in reading ; and those who are con- 
scious of such a need often feel unable, from training, or rath- 
er from a hir/t of mmtal twining, to mark <*ut judiciously a 
line of study. We believe something of this nature would 
meet a want long recognized, and enhance the usefulness of 
the Library. 

The number of books added to the Library the last year, 
exclusive of replacements, has been ft 26 volumes. As some 
departments have become enlarged beyond a due proportion to 


the whole, the Committee have thought it proper to give more 
attention to a balancing of the various departments. Many of 
the books recently added are such as would enable any one, 
with valuable aids in the shape of copious notes and sugges- 
tions, to pursue a course of study in earlier or later English 
Literature, in Political Economy, Civil Government and In- 
ternational Law. The Library is, also, particularly rich in all 
the discoveries of Science, in Art, History, and Travel. 

Since the opening of a Reading Room all of the Magazines 
and other periodicals are accessible to the public. The Popu- 
lar Science Monthly, The Nation, and The Journal of Chem- 
istry have been added the past year ; and these, together with 
the periodicals previously taken, number 29. These periodi- 
cals certainly furnish a wide range in current literature. 

In conclusion, we would call the attention of the Committee 
to the utter disorder into which the numbering of the shelves 
has fallen. Directly above 13 will be found 17 ; above 22 
will be 31 and 37 ; above 121 is placed 801. These are 
merely a few instances. If it is possible to evoke some or- 
derly method out of this chaos, it would be exceedingly desir- 
able, in point of convenience, in taking out or consulting 
books. This chaotic state has arisen from a lack of shelf 
room. With every accession the irregularity of numbering 
increases ; and it is merely a question of time when this con- 
fusion will puzzle even those most familiar with the Library 
to find any given book. We think this fault can be remedied, 
if suitable care and patience are given to the subject. We 
would respectfully suggest that our successors take this mat- 
ter in hand, and, with the aid of the Trustees, correct it.

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REPORT OF THE LECTURE COMMITTEE. 


To TiiK Lytkvm and Libuaiu ('ommittkk: — 

1 lie Committee whose duty it has l>ecn to provide a course 
of lectures for the past season, has performed the task assign- 
ed it. When the time apptoaehed at which it heeame ncccssa- 
rv to east about to procure lecturers, the Committee found the 
field rather barren, at first glance, of eminent lights of sci- 
ence and letters. 

There are a verv few men topping all others among lectur- 
ers, who can hardy be reached with our limited resources, and 
then for only two or three lectures at most, it wo intend to 
give an extended course. 

We decided, after considering the talent at our disposal, to 
limit the subjects to be trusted upon, and fiirnuh such a course 
as would afford information and instruction of positive value. 

Wo consider durst In e (,ur cit- 

izens an opportunity to listen to Prof. John Hake, than 
whom, perhaps, no man in America is regarded as higher au- 
thority in historical matters. It is rare that one listens to 
themes so well digested and illustrated and clothed in more el- 
egant diction than were Prof. 1 iskc s lectures ; and it is to ho 

o 

regretted that his last two lectures were not better attended. 

It should carefully be home in mind what is the nature and 
purpose of a lecture. No treatment of a subject which can 
propoilv be denominated a lecture. can be tlbuu fave. In a 
lecture, as in a play, we have, as it were, the frame-work. 
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which is to a full exposition of the subject what the frame is 
to the house. Like an article in a cyclopedia it requires to be 
amplified and enlarged by one’s own investigations and re- 
searches. Lectures, in brief, point the way and show us the 
road to a larger knowledge, and are very far from being other 
than sketches and epitomes t>f events, science, letters, etc. 

It is very fitting that a lecture course should be associated 
with a Library such as ours. Such a course affords instruc- 
tion, to which the Library furnishes supplementary and exten- 
sive knowlege. The two are such components as are calcu- 
lated to lead the painstaking and diligent, who have also the 
ambition to know, to an extended, if not extensive, acquaint- 
ance with many subjects. Viewed in this light, which we be- 
lieve to be the proper one, a lecture course is by no means of 
secondary importance. Its purpose and character have often 
been misconceived, it is true; yet their importance, to the 
careful, candid inquirer, must be conceded. 

As the object of all teaching and learning is to enlarge our 
thoughts and understandings, and give culture to our minds, 
we are persuaded that this object can be best subserved by of- 
fering to the public a course of lectures which shall embrace, 
if possible, no more than two or three subjects. V ith the ex- 
ception mentioned the lectures were all largely attended.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Lyceum and Library Committee : — 

J lie Annual Report of the Librarian for the year ending 
February 5, 1881, herewith submitted, contains little beyond 
the usual statistics furnished in similar reports of our own and 
other Public Libraries. 

r lhese statistics furnish the data by which the use, progress 
and condition of the Library can be compared with itself and 
with other libraries similarly situated. 

I he additions to the Library during the past year have been 
086 volumes of current and standard literature, in which, al- 
though not according to previous enumerations, are included 
60 volumes of bound Periodicals. Besides this number of 
volumes have been added 117 volumes of replacements and 16 
volumes of duplicates purchased by the Committee; 81 vol- 
umes have been presented, and 10 volumes of the new series 
of Patent Office Reports have been forwarded by the U. S. 
Patent Office, making in all 1210 volumes. The whole num- 
ber of volumes of the new series of the Patent Office Reports 
is now 154, commencing May 30, 1871, and ending June, 
1880. The number of volumes of the Official Gazette of the 
Patent Office, beginning with the second volume July, 1872, 
and ending Dec., 1880, is now 15 bound and 2 unbound vol- 
umes, and of the General Index to Reports, etc., from 1872 
to 1878 is 7 volumes bound, and 2 volumes for 1879, and the 
first volume for 1880 — 10 volumes, making in all 191 vol- 
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umcs of Reports, Indexes and Gazettes of the U. S. Patent 

Office. 

The number of hooks bound, rebound and repaired is 668. 
The number of volumes issued to borrowers is by the record 
27,133 against 30,486 last year, lmt tin* account of this year 
is not strictly accurate, as many who used reference books in 
the Heading Room, passed in to the desk no statement, as 
they were expected to do by the notice. 

Some other reasons for this apparent decrease in the use of 
the Library are doubtless the closing of the Library for repairs 
and improvements during four weeks in the summer, the 
changing of most of the seven day hooks of dates prior to 
1880 to fourteen day books, and from the non-replacement of 
books more especially designed for the reading of the younger 
portion of the community. 

The account of hooks issued by us is kept substantially the 
same as in other libraries, but no one is satisfied that the per 
cent ages show the real state of the circulation. ^ our Librarian 
has believed for many years that the circulation sh mid be esti- 
mated somewhat as the accountant averages his accounts, and 
having now in use a system of charging whereby one is en- 
abled to know how long each book is out of the Library, he 
found as applied to the record of 6o2 volumes, taken from the 
work of two or three days, that fiction was taken by 64 per 
cent., and that fiction average to each hook 8 days; travels 
nd descriptions of coantrieSf 10 days; histotyt 8; biogra- 
phy, 10; poetry, 10; science and reference books, 8 ; miscel- 
laneous, 8 ; mental, moral, political, social science and law, 6 
davs. The whole number of volumes averages 8 2-5 days 
each.

the last three months, as the seven day books became fourteen 


day books, the fines decreased, but more promptness in the re- 
turn of books showed itself ; and as this Institution was estab- 
lished for the promotion of education, we trust that the 
change, though not productive of fines, may be offset by a 
continuance of what has commenced so well. About 120 vol- 
umes have been worn out and laid aside this year. As so 
many books had been worn out in the last year, two copies of 
the numbers of such were placed upon the borrowers’ tables, 
by examining which they were prevented from marking for 
books not on the shelves. 

A waste of cards has been obviated by requiring that they 


should be cleaned by rubber or otherwise, and hy not supply- 
ing duplicates unless satisfied that a good reason existed for 
such supply. Many have at the next day brought the lost card 
of the day befotc, and many have found that a little care on 
their part is all that is necessary. Since Dee. 15th, only four 
cards have been duplicated out of 875 supplied. Duplicates 
are supplied from the cards of the old pattern, marked with 


the book stamp. 

In accordance with the vote of the Committee in November, 
the Librarian superseded the system of charging books and 
keeping the library accounts. This system of library cards

njnity at the present time. To describe the prose would take 
too much of this report, hut if any one will spend a few min- 
ute8 } a in,, aI v hours, the manner of doing the work would bo 
found to be nearly self-explaining.

Tlmy huve abo dfcpensed with 
the Indicator, thus bringing the entire room in view of the Li- 
brarian ; the gas lights have been increased, shelves strengthen- 
ed and a desk having accommodations for the card catalogue, 
anil a chair for the Librarian’s use. All these changes and 
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improvements are thankfully appreciated by those who have 
any share in the details of the Library work. 

Much might be written on topics connected with library 
matters ; much has been written by those who are well worthy 
to be called experts, but it ill becomes me with my short expe- 
rience in my present position to extend my remarks in this re- 
port. Allow me to suggest that the papers of Mr. Cutter, 
Librarian of the Boston Athenaeum, of Judge Chamberlain, 
Superintendent of the Boston Public Library, and those of 
Mr. Green, Librarian of the Worcester Library, and many 
others in the volumes of the Library Reporter on Libraries, 
Library Management, Relation of the Library to the Public 
School, would be very profitable reading for librarians anti 
others concerned in any way in the management of a Public 
Library.
